Half a Dozen Lives Snuffed Out and 
Many Officers and Miners Badly 
Hurt—Yesterday’s 
Riot 
a Small 
Affair Compared With the Conflict 
of Today—The Bloody Details.

tw een th e soldiers and strik ers today. 
T he city is in te rro r and m ore troops 
are com ing. 
T he b attle is th e -second 
grow ing out of the sam e causes. 
T he 
m ost daring and' disastrous rio t eVer 
recorded in this d istrict occurred yes­ 
terday afternoon a t P ra tt City. 
At 
least seven negroes were killed and 
m any w ounded and one deputy sheriff 
was 
killed 
and 
an o th er 
fatally 
wounded. 
A t 5:30 o’clock in the afternoon 
Sheriff Morrow received the follow ing 
telegram from Jones Moore, superin­ 
ten d en t of the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and railroad com pany m ines a t P ra tt 
City: 
“ Send m ilitary and deputies a t 
once. 
S trik ers are killing all my 
negroes.” 
A sh o rt w hile afterw ard a clerk in 
the com m issary a t P ra tt City arrived 
in Birm ingham , breathless and in his 
sh irt sleeves. 
The story he told is 
about as follows: 
At 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon a crow d of w hite strik in g 
miners, about 2<>0 to 500 strong, came 
to mine No. 3 a t P ra tt C ity and took 
scats around the en trance of the mine.

A b u llet from this 
is capable of piercing tin* bodies of 
five m en a t a distance of a thousand 
yards. 
Tw o shots w ere fired, Capt. M artin 
aim ing ra th e r low. 
N ot only was th e 
coat n o t pierced, b u t Bowe hardly* ap­ 
peared to be shaken. 
He stated after­ 
w ards th a t th e shock caused him no 
pain. 
T his settles a very im portant point 
in connection w ith the coat. 
It was 
a t first predicted th a t even if it resist­ 
ed p enetration the trem endous im pact 
of a b u llet from a m odern rifle would 
stu n the w earer or even shake him to 
death. 
I t is still difficult to under­ 
h a n d how a m an can stand u p rig h t 
before a b u llet w hich w ould pierce 
five bodies in ordinary clothes. 
The 
coat m ust n o t only resist penetration, 
but destroy the im pact. 
T he 
coat 
w as 
n ex t 
suspended 
agaist a sheet of plate glass and ten 
shots were fired a t it. 
The glass was 
uninjured. 
The bullets were flat­ 
tened into the shape of mushrooms. 
The te st w as hald privately for the 
m ilitary authorities. 
A previous test was made in Berlin 
by the w ar departm ent.

good 
m arksm an fired a t a horse having the 
cloth round its body. 
A plaster of 
paris bust was also placed in the coat 
and tired at. 
Finally i t was tried on 
Bowe himself. 
The results justified 
the inventor’s claims, as they have in 
ztber tests.

S U P E R S T I T I O N S . 


Concerning' 
R um bling 
Sounds 
Heard 
Near the Red Sea. 
A singular phenomenon occurs on 
the borders of the Red sea, at a place 
called Nakous, where interm ittent un­ 
derground sounds have been heard 
for unknown centuries. 
It is situated 
at about half a mile's distance from 
the shore, whence a long reach of 
sand ascends rapidly to a height of 
300 feet. 
The reach is about 80 feet 
wide and resembles an amphitheater, 
being walled in by low rocks. 
The 
founds coming up from the ground at 
ibis place, recur at intervals of about 
An hour. They at first resemble a low 
murmur, but ere long there is heard a 
loud knocking, 
somewhat 
like the 
strokes of a bell, and which, at the 
end of five minutes becomes so strong 
as to agitate the sand. 
The explanation of 
this curious 
phenomenon given by the Arabs is 
that there is a convent under the 
ground here, and that these sounds 
are those of the bell which the monks 
ring for prayers. 
So they call it Xa- 
kous, which means ii bell. The Arabs 
affirm that the noise sc frightens their 
camels when they hear it as to render 
them furious. 
Philosophers attribute 
tlie sound to suppressed volcanic ac­ 
tion—probably to the bubbling of rjas 
c>; vapors underground. 


Tin for F illin g Teeth. 
A dental specialist has m ade a dis­ 
covery th a t is likely to have a decided 
influence upon the future of dentistry. 
This p ractitioner declares th a t in or­ 
dinary cases tin is quite equal to gold 
for filling teeth. 
Chemically pure tin 
is run into a mold of proper shape, 
and when cold is cu t by a lathe into 
very thin shavings. 
These are used 
in the sam e way as gold.
